The 
surfaces  ore  superb  but  for  a thin  scratch  bisecting  the  reverse,  done  years 
ago  because  it  blends  in  perfectly  with  the  even  chocolate  brown  color.  A 
splendid  example  of  this  rare  coin!

The  obverse  is  perfectly  centered  and  sharply  struck,  including  the 
hair.  The  reverse  is  remarkably  well  struck,  although  the  breast 
feathers  are  a trifle  weak.  The  eagle's  eye  and  tongue  are  in 
evidence!  One  of  the  best  we've  ever  seen  or  handled.  In  our 
opinion  this  coin  could  bring  50%  more  than  its  current  listed  price.
